When there is opportunitj 
for gninfr 
the ducks a good rajige vtith access to 
wain, duckb ran readily be made prof- 
itable, 
'fhoy ought to be made to find 
HiegTcatcr part of theirownfoodif the 
best profit is realized from lcecpng. 
The breeding stock should be carefully 
selected, taking the best of th 
fowls, 
introducing 
new blood by purchasing 
lucks at least eterj twojears. 
It is 
ant to hatch the first eggs eot under 
k ns, and then push the groth as rap-di- y 
as possible, so as to get them ready 
ior market by the latter part of June or 
July. 
When a litllo care is taken to 
push the grow th, they can be made to 
grow almost twice as rapidly as chick- 
ens, and at the end of ten or twelve 
weeks 
will 
weigh twice as much as 
chickens of the same nge. 
Then hen makes a better mother than 
the duck. 
Tor the first tw o v ccks the 
duckling 
requires 
good 
treatment. 
They must be kept dry and warm. 
If 
allowed to get wet or chilled, it will 
generally prove fatal. 
The safest plan 
is to keep as comfortable as possjblo 
until the fcatheis get well started to 
growing. 
They should be kept out ot 
water until they are reasonably wcll- -

As to the size of roosts, that must de- 
pend somew hat on the age and size of 
the bird. 
Most of our poultry houses

pound must certainly find some discom- 
fort in clinging to u roost made for a

weighing eight pounds.
